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THE CONVOYED. ATTACK — REVISITED? 

In EREHWON 65, Allan Calhamer wfeote an article dealing with the articles 

and letters appearing in ATLANTIS concerning the convoy order. As I promised, 
here is my reply to that article*: Allan's comments will be so indicated.

There is not much else for me to comment on, we are all agreed that the 
convoy order succeeds only if the convoying fleets are not first dislodged. Is 
that a fai?. statement? 



I just came across another letter for print from Rod, this time in reaction 
to the article written by Buddy Tr^tick. . 

Rod Walker, 471? Felton St.* San Die.go, Calif. 92116, 10 March 1972. 

"I believe you have, in a sense, missed the point in replying to Tretick's 
revival of the old Shagrin Alternate Convoy business [ATLANTIS #50, p. 7.]. The 
point is,.tb.at it ;Ls a revival. To my knowledge, every Gamesinaster rules in approx- 
imately the same way you do, although there are minor variations in whether or not 
the player is required to indicate the intended route- (that is, something like 
this: A Lpl-Bro (via F iri &' F.Mid), F Iri C A Lpl-3re, F Mid C A Lpl-Ere). 

Buddy has a habit ; lately, of posing rules problems which are in fact 
hoary with age, and posing them as if he has stumbled across something new and 
original. Dick Shagrin proposed exactly the kind of ruling Tretick suggested, and 
did so in 1 9&7» From th^t, -. .point on, most House-Rules carried a ruling which was 
like yours. . ! 

The new RuJ ebook, in Rule XII. 4,. deals with .precisely this situation, again 
using a ruling like yours. Why Buddy should choose now to raise a question which 
is not only old but outdated. by the Rulebook of 1 971 , I cannot imagine. 

To add to this mess, Buddy raises, in LA GUERRE VI. 3, the anient question 
of convoyed support, which Conrad von Metske first raised in COSTAGUANA in April 
1966. Even Conrad has now abandor?d this peculiar ruling, not only because it is 
contrary to the - Rulebook, but because it is a Gamesmaster 's nightmare to adjudicate 
(see COSTAGUANA IV ,7, in NUMICNOR' 7 ["3"]). . ' .

"I would like you to correct two mistakes in the editing of my letter in 
ATLANTIS £if9. Although they are quite minor (two missing asterisks and the sub- 
stitution of a single character) they obscure the meaning of what I wrote to a 
disproportionate degree. m . ■' 

First of all, the example headed, ,! For example, consider:'' does not ref- 
erence the proceeding paragraph, but was instead an asterisked footnote substan- 
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tiating my claim that Rule XII. 5- had implications extending beyond those of 
Brannan's Rule. ' 

"Secondly, the paragraph -preceeding that example should read, "...and 
merely because a support is not cut by a convoyed attack does not prevent it from 
being cut by the resultant dislodgement or a second attack." I was attempting 
to draw a distinction between the cutting of a support directly by an attack, and 
the indirect (because it proceeds through the intermediate mechanism of dislodge- 
ment) cutting of support "by an attack" in the Miller's Rule situation. Obvious- 
ly, with "of" printed in place of "or" the point is entirely lost."
